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Its  History 


Not  "since  the  time  of  the  flood,”  as  one  of  the  college  songs  has  it,  but  for 
virtually  two  centuries,  Rutgers  has  been  standing  “On  the  Banks  of  the  Old 
Raritan.”  Ninth  oldest  of  the  colonial  colleges,  it  received  its  charter  as  Queen’s 
College  on  November  10,  1766,  while  George  III  ruled  in  England  and  William 
Franklin,  son  of  Benjamin,  served  as  New  Jersey’s  royal  governor. 

Although  “Old  Queen’s  College”  was  nondenominational  from  the  outset,  the 
college  owed  its  origin  primarily  to  the  worthy  leaders  of  the  Dutch  Reformed 
Church,  who  had  long  felt  the  need  for  a “literary  institution”  in  which  academic 
training  might  be  given  to  prospective  ministers.  The  church  connection  was  virtu- 
ally severed  just  before  the  Civil  War,  and  in  1920,  by  an  amendment  to  the  old 
charter  the  College  was  made  nondenominational  in  law  as  well  as  in  fact.  But  the 
New  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary  stands  adjacent  to  the  Rutgers  campus  today 
as  a reminder  of  Rutgers’  beginnings. 

The  early  years  of  the  College  were  difficult  ones,  for  the  young  nation  at  the 
time  of  its  Revolution  could  scarcely  afford  collegiate  education.  The  first  classes 
were  held  in  1771  and  for  many  years  thereafter  in  a former  tavern,  The  Sign  of  the 
Red  Lion.  In  1774  Matthew  Leydt  became  the  first  graduate,  delivering  his  com- 
mencement oration  in  three  dif- 
ferent languages — Latin,  Dutch 
and  English.  During  the  Revo- 
lution, with  British  troops  oc- 
cupying the  city  or  threatening 
its  security,  the  small  student 
body  was  forced  to  move  out 
into  the  country  surrounding  the 
settlement  of  New  Brunswick. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  war, 
a temporary  revival  of  the  insti- 
tution took  place  under  its  first 
president,  Jacob  Rutsen  Harden- 
bergh,  but  in  little  more  than  a 
decade,  financial  difficulties  led 
to  the  suspension  of  classes.  In 
1807,  through  the  efforts  of  its 
devoted  supporters,  the  College 
(still  called  Old  Queen’s  Col- 
lege) was  revived.  A new  build- 
ing was  planned,  and  later  in

1808  work  was  begun  on  Old 
Queen’s  a structure  that  will 
always  be  a revered  symbol  of 
all  that  Rutgers  stands  for  in  the 
hearts  of  her  “loyal  sons.”  The 
one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  that  building  will  be 
celebrated  later  this  spring.  To- 
day Old  Queen’s  houses  a frac- 
tion of  the  administrative  offices 
of  the  University,  but  in  its 
younger  days,  Old  Queen’s  in- 
cluded not  only  college  classes, 
but  the  Grammar  School,  the 
Seminary,  the  library,  the  chapel 
and  housed  the  President  and 
professors  as  well.  When  viewed 
in  this  way,  Old  Queen’s  be- 
comes not  only  a symbol  of  col- 
lege tradition,  but  of  recent  ex- 
pansion also. 

Despite  this  auspicious  rebirth,  new  adversities  again  brought  about  the  closing 
of  the  College  in  1816.  Fortunately,  the  loyal  friends  of  Queen’s  would  not  permit 
their  hopes  and  dreams  to  die,  and  after  adequate  funds  had  been  raised — in  part 
through  a lottery — academic  work  was  quickly  resumed,  and  has  continued  without 
interruption  to  the  present.  Partially  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  a new  era  had 
begun,  the  name  was  changed  from  Queen’s  to  Rutgers  in  1825  in  honor  of  a 
philanthropic  New  Yorker,  Colonel  Henry  Rutgers,  who  soon  manifested  his  appre- 
ciation by  donating  the  bell  which  still  rings  in  the  cupola,  as  well  as  the  sum 
of  $5,000.' 

In  1845,  the  first  of  the  Rutgers  fraternities  made  its  appearance  on  the  Rutgers 
campus  with  the  founding  of  Epsilon  of  Delta  Phi.  Other  national  fraternities  which 
remain  today  on  campus  are:  Alpha  Chi  Rho,  Alpha  Epsilon  Pi,  Alpha  Gamma 
Rho,  Alpha  Sigma  Phi,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Chi  Phi,  Chi  Psi,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  Delta 
Sigma  Phi,  Delta  Upsilon,  Kappa  Sigma,  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  Phi  Epsilon  Pi,  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  Phi  Sigma  Delta,  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Alpha  Mu,  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  Tau  Delta  Phi,  Tau  Kappa  Epsilon,  Theta  Chi,  Zeta  Beta  Tau,  and  Zeta 
Psi.  In  addition  there  is  a local,  Gamma  Sigma,  on  campus. 

Since  the  nineteenth  century  the  stature  of  Rutgers  has  continued  to  grow  with 
the  help  of  such  notable  faculty  members  as  Dr.  Selman  A.  Waksman,  Nobel  Prize 
winner  and  founder  of  the  Rutgers  Institute  of  Microbiology.  But  the  great  tra- 
ditions of  Rutgers  had  their  beginnings  in  the  1800’s.  In  1864,  Rutgers  was  made 
the  land-grant  college  of  New  Jersey  under  the  provisions  of  the  Morrill  Act.  Also

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in  the  1860’s  Tar  gum,  the  oldest  college 
newspaper  was  born,  and  the  local  chap- 
ter of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  was  founded.  And 
in  1869  Rutgers  defeated  Princeton  in 
the  first  intercollegiate  football  game. 

Rutgers  has  had  a close  relationship 
with  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  ever  since 
it  became  the  land-grant  college.  In  1890, 
state  scholarships  were  provided,  and  in 
1917,  the  agricultural  and  engineering  de- 
partments were  designated  by  law  to  be 
the  State  University  of  New  Jersey.  On 
July  1,  1945,  Rutgers  University  in  all  its 
branches  (which  includes  the  colleges  at 
Camden,  Newark,  the  Law  School,  the 
School  of  Pharmacy,  the  School  of  Bus- 
iness Administration,  the  University 
College,  the  Graduate  School,  and  Doug- 
lass, the  women’s  college)  to  be  the  State 
University  of  New  Jersey.  Finally  in 
September,  1956,  new  legislation  rede- 
fined the  relationship  between  Rutgers 


and  New  Jersey,  and  the  authority  of 
the  University  was  vested  in  a Board  of 
Governors,  a majority  of  whom  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  State.  At  the  same  time 
the  name  was  altered  to  Rutgers,  the 
State  University. 

Since  1945,  a great  building  program 
has  been  going  on  at  the  traditional  cen- 
ter of  Rutgers,  the  men’s  colleges  in 
New  Brunswick.  The  most  recent  of 
the  new  buildings  are  the  multi-million 
dollar  library  and  three  dormitories  “on 
the  banks  of  the  old  Raritan.” 

Looking  to  the  future,  a 66  million 
dollar  bond  issue  for  expansion  is  being 
brought  before  the  voters  of  New  Jersey 
in  the  Fall.  The  bond  issue  is  designed 
to  enable  Rutgers  to  maintain  what  Dr. 
Mason  W.  Gross,  the  newly  elected  16th 
president,  has  called,  “its  position  as  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  universities  in 
the  nation.”

Alumni  President  Larry  Barnard, 
Omega  Deuteron  ’52,  Martin  F.  Shakley, 
Omega  Deuteron  ’23,  and  Undergradu- 
ate Ed  Plutte,  Omega  Deuteron  ’59. 

The  Interfraternity  Alumni  Associa- 
tion has  met  once  a month  since  it  was 
founded  in  1920.  The  group  has  done 
much  to  further  the  fraternity  system 
in  Southern  California.  Two  Phi  Sigs 
have  served  the  organization  as  presi- 
dent: Paul  C.  Jones  in  1949-50  and  Mar- 
tin Shakley  just  last  year.

The  nu  tetarton  Chapter  of  Phi  Sig- 
ma Kappa  had  its  beginning  on  April 
3,  1957  in  one  of  the  dormitory  rooms 
on  the  Rutgers  University  campus,  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J.  It  was  here  that  four 
students,  Richard  Veit  ’58,  Richard  Gar- 
retson  ’58,  Robert  Gasser  ’59,  and  Wil- 
liam Bauer  ’60  met  to  discuss  the  pos- 
sibility of  forming  a new  social  fraternity 
on  the  Rutgers  campus.  A definite  need 
was  seen  because  of  the  great  expansion 
of  the  University. 

It  was  only  a few  days  later  that  other 
students  became  interested,  and  the  first 
organizational  meeting  was  held  with  a 
nucleus  of  ten  students.  At  this  meeting 
committees  were  established,  since  fur- 
ther information  and  action  were  neces- 
sary. The  Dean  of  Men  was  contacted, 
and  a formal  petition  was  filed.  Soon 
after,  it  was  decided  that  national  affilia- 
tion was  of  the  utmost  importance.  The 
Dean  of  Men  gave  the  group  a list  of 
fraternities  which  had  been  approved  by 
the  University  and  the  Alumni  Inter- 
fraternity Council. 

Phi  Sigma  Kappa  was  contacted  im- 
mediately, and  very  soon  mail  came  dis- 
cussing the  principles  and  ideals  of  every 
Phi  Sig.  The  group  was  somewhat 
amazed  to  find  that  they  fit  almost  com- 
pletely those  standards  which  the  group 
had  established  in  this  embryonic  state. 

It  was  necessary  to  find  a name  for 
the  group,  since  recognition  by  the  Uni- 
versity was  a slow  and  complicated 
process.  Thus,  for  a short  while,  the 
group  adopted  the  name  “1766”  (the  date 
of  the  founding  of  Rutgers). 

Many  representatives  of  Phi  Sigma 
(including  Brothers  Sauermann,  Dotts, 
and  Brown)  visited  the  campus  and  es- 
tablished at  once  the  warm,  personal 


contact  which  was  to  continue.  After  a 
short  while,  the  Phi  Sig  representatives 
felt  very  optimistic  towards  the  group’s 
ultimate  success,  and  said  that  they  would 
recommend  colony  status  for  the  group 
until  it  could  prove  itself  stable  enough 
for  chapterhood. 

In  October  of  the  following  Fall,  Nu 
chapter  at  Lehigh  came  down  for  a foot- 
ball game  at  Rutgers,  and  that  night 
pledged  15  Rutgersmen,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Bob  Mollersteun,  Field  Secre- 
tary. This  was  the  first  chance  the  new 
colony  had  to  see  brothers  and  pledges 
from  a Phi  Sig  chapter  and  a close  tie 
was  made  with  a neighboring  school. 

The  colony  received  recognition  of  its 
status  from  the  Interfraternity  Council 
on  January  6,  1958.  It  then  had  to  make 
its  place  among  the  many  other  frater- 
nities on  campus. 

In  February,  the  Rutgers  Colony  en- 
gaged in  its  first  rushing  period,  and 
pledged  11  men.  “Greek  Week”  was  soon 
to  follow  and  instead  of  engaging  in  the 
usual  pranks  of  most  of  the  other  fra- 
ternities, the  group  initiated  a scholarship 
program.  Each  member  would  work 
eight  hours  a day  for  $10.00.  The  local 
merchants  readily  agreed,  and  those  who 
didn’t  work  in  New  Brunswick,  raked 
leaves,  washed  windows,  and  cleaned-out 
cellars.  Through  these  efforts,  $300  was 
raised,  and  divided  into  three  scholar- 
ships for  foreign  students  at  Rutgers  to 
travel  in  the  United  States,  and  see  parts 
of  the  country  which  they  otherwise 
could  not  afford  to  see.  The  administra- 
tion of  the  University  was  pleased  and 
sent  their  personal  congratulations  for 
this  conscientious  effort. 

In  May,  1958,  the  senior  members,  Dick 
Veit  and  Dick  Garretson  were  initiated 
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into  the  Grand  Chapter  at  Nu.  Brother 
Veit  had  been  serving  as  recording  sec- 
retary of  the  student  council,  and  Brother 
Garretson  had  just  received  the  Coursen 
Memorial  Trophy,  the  highest  award 
which  Rutgers  could  bestow  on  one  of 
its  athletes.  The  trophy  is  given  for  all- 
around  athletic  ability,  scholarship,  and 
citizenship. 

When  the  Fall  of  1958  came,  the  mem- 
bers were  more  enthusiastic  than  ever, 
since  the  colony  was  larger,  and  chapter 
recognition  seemed  imminent.  It  was  on 
November  18,  1958  that  the  Interfrater- 
nity Council  gave  permanent  recognition 
to  the  newest  Rutgers  fraternity. 

There  was  an  expanding  need  for  social 
contact  among  the  brothers,  so  a more 
fully  developed  social  calendar  was  in- 
stituted. Parties  were  planned,  and  a 
special  room  was  reserved  in  the  Uni- 
versity Commons  where  the  group  could 
eat  every  night.  Phi  Sigs  were  repre- 
sented in  a host  of  extra-curricular  ac- 
tivities, such  as  Student  Council,  (in  the 
person  of  Bob  Gasser),  Cap  and  Skull 
and  Scarlet  Key,  honorary  societies;  the 
Annual  Float  Contest;  The  Ledge  Coun- 
cil; honorary  societies  for  scholarship, 
and  many  others. 

On  December  8,  1958  the  Board  of 
Govorners  of  the  University  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Dean  of  Men  gave  final 
permanent  recognition  to  the  chapter. 
This  was  the  last  step  in  the  process  of 
recognition. 


It  was  on  January  24,  1959,  that  the 
members  of  the  Rutgers  Colony  were 
inducted  into  the  Grand  Chapter  as 
brothers  of  Nu  Tetarton  chapter  by  a 
team  from  Lambda  Tetarton  under  the 
supervision  of  Vice-president  Don  Bond. 
The  induction  banquet  which  followed, 
concluded  a day  which  was  the  high  point 
in  the  history  of  Nu  Tetarton. 

Rushing  again  came  in  February,  and 
the  “fraternity  without  a house”  pledged 
28  men.  This  was  one  of  the  finest  pledge 
classes  among  all  the  fraternities  on  the 
campus. 

The  Student  Council  and  Rutgers 
Daily  Tar  gum  elections  came,  and  Broth- 
er Harry  Morgan  was  elected  Student 
Body  President,  while  Brother  William 
Bauer  was  chosen  Executive  Editor  of 
the  oldest  college  newspaper  in  the 
country.  One  of  the  then  pledges,  Art 
McDermott,  was  elected  President  of  the 
Class  of  1962.  The  brotherhood  is  justly 
proud  of  these  Phi  Sigs. 

Phi  Sigma  Kappa  is  today  a new  and 
potent  force  on  the  Rutgers  University 
Campus.  With  new  ideas  and  intelligent 
leadership,  it  has  grown  to  a place  of 
respect  among  the  students,  faculty,  and 
administrators  of  the  University.  With 
the  spirit  and  guiding  principles  of  Phi 
Sigma  Kappa,  ever  foremost  in  its  mind, 
the  Nu  Tetarton  chapter  will  continue 
to  strive  for  the  ideals  of  true  fraternity, 
so  well  expressed  in  our  Creed  and 
Cardinal  Principles.

The  initiation  ceremony  was  held  on  a 
wintry  Saturday  afternoon  by  Lambda 
Tetarton  chapter.

This  excellent  article  is  being  published,  because  we  believe  that  all 
fraternity  men  who  are  honestly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  fraternities 
should  realistically  face  this  problem  which  is  so  damaging  to  the 
system,  and  should  actively  support  any  plan  for  a reasonable  solution 
of  it — Editor's  Note. 


hile  the  long  finger  of  statistics 
points  to  alcohol  as  America’s 
number  three  health  problem,  educators 
keep  their  heads  in  the  sand  with  such 
statements  as:  “We  don’t  have  any  prob- 
lems with  alcohol.  Drinking  is  strictly 
forbidden  on  our  campus  or  at  any  uni- 
versity affair  whatsoever.”  Until  recently, 
all  problems  with  a social  stigma  such 
as  venereal  diseases,  mental  illness  and 
alcohol  were  similarly  handled — they 
were  simply  ignored. 

However,  whether  forbidden  or  not, 
drinking  does  exist  at  college  affairs  and 
among  college  students.  The  result  is  a 
serious  problem  which  does  not  lend  it- 
self to  a simple  solution.  With  the  co- 
operation and  support  of  the  fraternity 
men,  Arizona  State  University  is  begin- 
ning to  pull  its  head  out  of  the  sand  by 
developing  a program  to  educate  students 
about  alcohol,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
capitalize  upon  the  great  value  of  fra- 
ternities as  a vital  force  in  university 
education. 

With  few  exceptions,  college  men  have 
received  only  psuedo-educational  and 
emotional  arguments — pro  and  con — 
about  alcohol.  That  anyone  can  intelli- 
gently discuss  and  work  on  the  subject 
other  than  on  religious  grounds  is  un- 
believable to  most  of  them.  So,  fraternity 
men  ask: 

“Don’t  men,  especially  those  for  whom 
drinking  is  legal,  have  a right  to  drink? 
Isn’t  this  a personal  matter?  Very  few 


of  our  men  are  drunks.  Isn’t  this  too 
much  attention  to  too  little?  Isn’t  this 
problem  a phony  one  that  is  created  by 
enforcement  of  rules  and  laws  which  are 
unrealistic?  Isn’t  alcohol  necessary  in 
the  social  life  of  adult  society?  Am  I 
my  brother’s  keeper  so  far  as  his  drinking 
habits  are  concerned?” 

Almost  all  the  objections  are  based 
largely  upon  emotion  and  not  fact.  That 
does  not  make  them  less  difficult  to  over- 
come successfully.  The  men  are  really 
trying  to  build  an  island  of  mature  think- 
ing amid  a sea  of  ignorance,  prejudice, 
bigotry  and  slavery  to  self-indulgence. 
This  isn’t  easy.  Anyone  who  tries  to  do 
something  new  on  a problem  as  old  and 
stigmatized  as  this  one  must  expect 
barriers  at  every  turn. 

The  situation  today  is  quite  aptly  de- 
scribed by  Columbia  University  Professor 
W.  Max  Wise,  a member  of  a panel  of 
educators  sponsored  by  the  American 
Council  on  Education  and  reported  in 
Time  magazine  as  follows:  “Joe  College 
is  no  more  . . . Joe  Knowledge  wants  to 
be  an  individual,  but  not  at  the  expense 
of  rejection  by  the  group.  He  is  tolerant, 
perhaps  too  much  so,  feeling  that  every- 
one is  entitled  to  his  opinion  and  even 
that  one  opinion  is  probably  as  valid  as 
another.” 

Our  approach  to  combat  this  type  of 
feeling  is  basically  simple.  We  have 
three  short  steps. 

As  the  first  step,  we  believe  we  have 
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formulated  a clear-cut,  sound  and  prac- 
tical statement  of  policy  regarding  drink- 
ing by  students.  This  policy  states  that 
maturity  is  our  goal  and  the  individual: 

a.  May  be  considered  mature  if  he  can 
drink  and  continue  to  conduct  him- 
self in  a manner  acceptable  to  his  com- 
munity; 

b.  Will  be  considered  immature  if  he 
must  have  the  effect  of  alcohol  in  order 
to  have  a good  time,  to  feel  confident, 
to  face  unpleasantness,  or  as  a crutch 
in  any  way; 

c.  Must  be  mature  enough  to  realize  that 
if  he  takes  even  one  drink1  he  is  auto- 
matically taking  a slight  or  great 
chance  he  will  get  into  trouble  simply 
because  of  the  physiological  effect  of 
alcohol  upon  all  people  and  upon  some 
people  in  particular. 

With  this  statement  of  policy  as  a 
guide,  ASU  fraternity  presidents  met  and 
decided  upon  step  two. 

Whenever  a fraternity  man  is  cited  for 
anything  pertaining  to  the  liquor  laws 
of  Arizona  or  in  any  other  way  gets  into 
trouble  after  drinking,  his  fraternity  pays 
a fine  of  one  dollar  per  man  in  the  chap- 
ter. The  fine  serves  three  functions: 

a.  Shows  the  fraternity  the  direction  in 
which  they  are  influencing  or  failing 
to  influence  their  men; 

b.  Reminds  each  man  in  the  chapter 
forcefully  that  in  order  to  live  up  to 
the  ideals  of  a fraternity,  he  must  feel 
responsible  for  and  to  his  brothers; 
and 

c.  Shows  the  fraternity  certain  weak- 
nesses in  their  selection  of  men. 

Step  three  of  our  policy  is  a goal  ex- 
pressed by  the  Interfraternity  Council. 

Fraternity  men  must  take  a mature2 
and  intelligent  attitude  (as  defined  in  the 
first  step)  toward  the  overall  drinking 
question  and  must  act  accordingly.  The 
IFC  places  the  responsibility  for  achiev- 
ing this  goal  upon  every  fraternity  on 
campus.  This  policy  of  IFC  about  drink- 
ing is  a specific  application  of  a more 


general  policy  that,  if  they  desire,  fra- 
ternities are  able  to  do  an  important  edu- 
cation job  on  a university  campus. 

Our  program  is  theoretically  sound. 
Does  it  work?  Perhaps  we  can  answer 
the  question  with  an  illustration. 

Two  men  of  a certain  fraternity  were 
cited  for  the  first  time  in  their  experience 
for  “Illegal  Consumption.”  The  city 
magistrate  fined  the  men  a small  amount 
and  placed  them  on  probation  for  a 
period  of  six  months  to  our  Dean  of 
Men.  The  probation  period  is  long 
enough  to  prove  that  if  the  man  again 
gets  into  trouble  he  lacks  judgment  and 
refuses  to  learn.  In  one  and  a half  years 
only  three  men  in  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  have  violated  their  probations 
causing  them  to  serve  a jail  term. 

Next  these  two  men  were  placed  on 
social  probation  by  their  fraternity  and 
forbidden  to  attend  two  pending  parties 
— one  was  their  Christmas  formal — and 
were  made  to  hash  for  about  a month. 
A second  violation  would  mean  dismissal 
from  the  fraternity. 

Then  the  fraternity  involved  was  fined 
one  dollar  per  man  in  the  chapter.  Fines 
collected  in  this  program  by  the  IFC  go 
into  the  IFC  Scholarship  Fund  to  finance 
talented  and  needy  students. 

Soon  after  the  men  were  placed  on 
probation,  they  finished  the  next  part  of 
our  program  for  alcohol  education.  The 
two  men  had  a conference  with  a care- 
fully selected  member  of  Alcoholics 
Anonymous.  In  the  conference  they  were 
taught  the  facts  about  alcohol  with  un- 
derstanding and  sympathy,  but  without 
any  preaching.  This  member  of  A.A. 
helps  create  more  mature  attitudes  by 
building  a base  of  facts  since  most  men 
have  little  knowledge  about  alcohol. 
Moreover,  they  generally  have  a large 
store  of  misinformation  about  it  and  its 
effects. 

The  men,  in  a fraternity  which  is  fined, 
often  believe  it  is  the  man  and  not  the 
fraternity  that  is  being  fined.  They  can’t 
admit  that  it  is  the  fraternity  which 
failed  to  influence  their  brother  to  behave 
in  an  acceptable  manner.  It  is  equally 
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difficult  for  them  to  admit  that  the  fra- 
ternity took  a chance  and  lost.  Likewise, 
they  do  not  see  that  the  logical  solution 
when  a man  does  not  heed  his  brothers 
is  to  expell  or  suspend  him  from  the 
fraternity.  The  idea  that  if  a fraternity 
is  to  be  strong  it  must  demand  maturity 
of  its  members  seems  to  be  foreign  to 
many  fraternity  men. 

But,  unless  a group  accepts  this  basic 
idea  of  “brotherhood”  it  has  no  right  to 
selective  membership,  which  is  the  key 
to  an  effective  fraternity  program.  For 
example,  it  has  been  impossible  to  use 
the  same  principles  or  procedures  in  deal- 
ing with  dormitory  students,  because 
they  are  not  selected.  The  percentage  of 
students  who  get  into  trouble  after  drink- 
ing and  who  are  fraternity  men  has 
dropped  on  our  campus  from  eighty  per 
cent  to  twenty  per  cent.  Fraternities  are 
capitalizing  on  the  fact  that  a fraternity 
man  is  not  only  judged  by  the  company 
he  keeps,  but  he  is  also  influenced  by  it. 

This  fact  has  meaning  for  more  than 


the  drinking  problem.  The  program  for 
influencing  drinking  habits  can  be 
adapted  to  scholarship,  service,  person- 
ality development,  leadership,  character 
or  any  of  the  worthwhile  goals  of  fra- 
ternities. If  fraternities  can  influence  a 
man’s  drinking  habits  and  thereby  effect 
his  maturity  in  one  area,  they  can  influ- 
ence other  important  aspects  of  his 
personal  development. 

A real  fraternity  man  does  whatever 
he  feels  his  brothers  expect  of  him.  He 
also  cares  enough  about  his  brother  to 
actively  help  that  man  become  more  ma- 
ture. Only  by  being  his  brother’s  keeper 
will  both  he  and  the  brother  profit  from 
fraternity  life! 

1 In  Arizona  the  mere  possession  of  alcohol  by  persons 
under  21  years  of  age  is  illegal. 

2 In  this  article  maturity  is  defined  as  a characteristic 
of  a person  who  knows  and  faces  facts  about  himself  and 
does  something  about  what  he  sees.  The  mature  person  is 
not  driven  by  selfishness  to  find  a crutch  rather  than  re- 
move the  basic  cause  of  a difficulty.  The  mature  person  is 
not  looking  for  the  easy,  painless  and  pleasant  way.  The 
mature  person’s  freedom  is  not  hampered  by  law,  custom 
or  rules  because  he  is  not  a slave  to  his  own  impulses  and 
desires.  He  is  free  because  he  knows  and  can  face  the 
facts  about  life  and  himself  without  interference  from  his 
own  selfishness.  A mature  person  is  the  perfect  fraternity 
man. 
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On  April  20,  1959,  Robert  E.  Reynolds, 
Chi  Triton  (Arizona  State)  ’59,  joined  the 
National  Headquarters  staff  as  a Field 
Secretary. 

Brother  Reynolds  was  born  in  Prescott, 
Arizona,  February  7,  1937.  He  was  graduated 
from  North  Phoenix  High  School  (Arizona) 
in  1955,  and  in  the  fall  of  that  year  entered 
Arizona  State  and  was  immediately  pledged 
to  Phi  Sigma  Kappa.  He  was  initiated  in 
June  1956,  and  in  the  following  two  years 
he  became  quite  active  in  fraternity  affairs, 
holding  down  the  jobs  of  Rush  Chairman, 
Social  Chairman,  Assistant  Pledge  Master, 
Song  Leader,  and  a member  of  the  Initiation 
Team. 

Brother  Bob’s  ability  was  also  recognized 
in  various  campus  activities  as  Chairman  of 
the  Rally  and  Traditions  Board,  a member 
of  the  ASASU  Executive  Council,  Cheerleader, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Undergraduate  Com- 
mittee which  was  successful  in  having  the 
name  of  the  institution  changed  from  Arizona 
State  College  to  Arizona  State  University  by 
action  of  the  voters  of  the  state. 

It  was  Bob’s  original  plan  to  enter  the 


Episcopalian  ministry,  but  he  has  decided  to 
pursue  fraternity  work  for  a while  to  be 
sure  that  his  decision  along  this  line  is  the 
life  work  which  he  wishes  to  pursue.  He 
brings  to  the  position  of  Field  Secretary  a 
dynamic  personality  and  genuine  enthusiasm 
and  dedication  to  Phi  Sigma  Kappa.

January  saw  a new  round  of  informal 
rush  parties  and  a barbecue  and  water 
skiing  party,  which  left  prospective 
pledges  very  tired,  very  wet,  and  very 
full;  an  entire  barbecued  hog  was  served 
by  our  mascot  Ernie,  along  with  quanti- 
ties of  suitable  liquid  refreshment.

Our  Founders’  Day 
award  for  outstanding  service  was  given 
to  Brother  Stewart  McKnight,  a charter 
member  of  Omega  Triton,  who  has  ren- 
dered inestimable  service  to  our  chapter 
during  this  reorganization.  At  this  Din- 
ner our  President  announced  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  annual  Hal  Ball — Key- 
land  Morgan  award  for  the  outstanding 
pledge  of  the  year. 

This  award  has  been  established  to 
keep  alive  the  memory  of  Hal  Ball  and 
Keyland  Morgan,  outstanding  members 
of  the  present  pledge  class,  who  were 
killed  March  7,  1959,  when  the  car  they 
were  driving  crashed  into  a freight  train. 
It  is  difficult  to  express  what  the  loss  of 
Keyland  and  Hal  has  meant  to  us:  their 
capacity  for  friendship,  the  loyalty  to  their 
brothers,  their  enthusiasm  for  their  fra- 
ternity, their  willingness  to  work,  their 
ability  to  accept  responsibility,  and  count- 
less other  fine  qualities  made  them  in 
every  way  men  worthy  of  the  respect  and 
emulation  of  their  fellows.  We  hope  that 
by  the  establishment  of  this  annual  award 
we  may  express  to  some  degree  our  own 
sense  of  profound  loss,  and  insure  that 
the  splendid  examples  of  these  outstand- 
ing pledges  will  continue  to  serve  as  an 
inspiration,  an  example,  and  a goal  for 
Omega  Triton’s  pledges  in  the  future. 


In  a few  weeks,  hundreds  of  our  active  brothers  will  be  graduating  and  will  leave 
the  shelter  of  the  chapter  house  to  seek  fame  and  fortune  in  the  world  of  industry, 
professions,  science  and  education  . . . some  to  be  interrupted  in  this  quest  by  a 
“stretch”  in  the  country’s  armed  services.  These  brothers  will  be  entering  the  Third 
Degree  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa.  This  seems  to  be  an  appropriate  time  for  them  to  look 
backward  to  see  what  Phi  Sig  has  meant  to  them  and  what  they  have  meant  to  Phi 
Sig  during  the  last  four  years.  It  is  equally  appropriate  for  them  to  look  forward  and 
perhaps  get  a glimpse  of  the  part  they  can  play  in  the  continued  progress  and  success 
of  this  Brotherhood  in  the  years  ahead. 

To  you  brothers,  who  will  soon  be  Alumni,  let  me  stress  that  your  graduation 
should  definitely  NOT  be  the  signal  for  you  to  “close  the  book”  on  your  participation 
in  the  affairs  of  the  fraternity  ...  it  is  rather  the  signal  for  you  to  move  on  to  the 
next  chapter,  which  will  open  up  vistas  of  broader  service  in  areas  where  Alumni 
support  can  be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  forward  march  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa. 

I am  taking  the  liberty  to  suggest  “Ten  Commandments”  for  the  guidance  of  our 
Alumni  : 

1.  Thou  shalt  pay  up  any  outstanding  indebtedness  to  the  chapter  before  leaving. 

2.  Thou  shalt  inform  the  chapter  everytime  thee  has  a change  of  address. 

3.  Thou  shalt  complete  thy  SIGNET  Life  Subscription  payments. 

4.  Thou  shalt  furnish  the  chapter  with  the  names  of  good  rushing  prospects 
whenever  possible. 

5.  Thou  shalt  make  every  effort  to  return  to  the  chapter  for  such  events  as 
Founder’s  Day,  Homecoming,  etc. 

6.  Thou  shalt  be  as  generous  as  possible  when  called  upon  to  help  the  chapter 
financially. 

7.  Thou  shalt  join  a local  Alumni  Club,  pay  thy  dues  and  participate  actively  in 
its  program. 

8.  Thou  shalt  form  and  charter  an  Alumni  Club,  with  the  help  of  five  other 
brothers,  if  there  is  none  in  thy  town. 

9.  Thou  shalt  work  actively  toward  the  development  of  new  chapter  leads, 
whether  as  a Club  member  or  an  individual. 

10.  Thou  shalt  join  the  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  Foundation  and  make  tax-exempt  con- 
tributions to  its  worthy  educational  program. 

Now  a further  word  about  Alumni  Clubs.  This  is  an  area  where  we  have  been 
hurting  for  some  years.  Brother  Frank  Dee  Scriven,  our  Alumni  Director,  is 
making  a valiant  effort  to  form  new  clubs  . . . also  to  reactivate  dormant  clubs.  We 
need  the  help  of  as  many  of  our  Alumni  as  possibl.e  Our  expansion  program  is 
dependent  to  a very  large  degree  upon  the  active  cooperation  of  these  Clubs  in  areas 
where  we  have  expansion  leads.  The  day  of  the  static  fraternity  is  passed.  We  must 
GROW  . . . and  CONTINUE  TO  GROW.  No  good  Phi  Sig  worthy  of  the  name 
can  ever  be  satisfied  with  mediocrity.  ^

Hoffman  Honored  by  Delta  Triton

Mother  Nature  took  a hand  in  Delta 
Triton’s  planned  Founders’  Day  festivi- 
ties Sunday,  March  15,  at  the  Purdue 
University  chapter  house.  Arrangements 
had  been  made  for  Region  Four  Vice 
President  Robert  Schuleen  to  speak  at 
the  afternoon  dinner,  but  gusty  Indiana 
winds  grounded  Schuleen’s  plane  flight 
and  disrupted  the  proceedings. 

However,  according  to  plan,  Dr.  Ira 
C.  Hoffman,  Delta  Triton  ’15,  was  given 
a Founders  Award.  Dick  Woodworth, 
Delta  Triton  ’60,  chapter  president, 
made  the  presentation.  Brother  Hoff- 
man retired  a few  months  ago  after 
heading  the  Ohio  State  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station  in  Wooster. 

He  is  a Hoosier  by  birth,  from  a farm 
near  Auburn,  Indiana.  He  worked  his 
way  through  that  town’s  high  school 
and  came  out  of  Purdue  University  with 
a B.S.A.  degree  in  1915,  got  his  master’s 
at  Purdue  in  1916  and  his  doctor’s  de- 
gree at  Ohio  State  in  1937. 

The  Hoffmans,  Ira  Curtis  and  Eva- 
leen  S.,  enjoy  their  comfortable  home  in 
Wooster,  their  family  of  two  sons,  their 
sons’  wives,  two  granddaughters  and  a 
grandson. 


Besides  extensive  research  in  vegetable 
crops  and  his  widespread  service  to 
growers,  Dr.  Hoffman  invented  a corn 
seed  grading  machine,  which  was  pat- 
ented by  Purdue  University  for  the 
public  good.  Brother  Hoffman  probably 
is  best  known  as  a breeder  of  many 
famous  tomato  varieties.  He  has  done 
much  successful  work  on  greenhouse  cu- 
cumber, leaf  and  Bibb  lettuce.  In  recent 
years  he  has  concentrated  on  two  new 
wilt  resistant  tomatoes. 

He  is  listed  in  “American  Men  of 
Science,”  “Who  Knows  and  What,”  “In- 
ternational Blue  Book,”  “Who’s  Who 
in  Ohio,”  “Leaders  in  American  Educa- 
tion” and  “Leaders  in  American  Sci- 
ence.” 

Dr.  Hoffman’s  experience  includes 
service  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Horti- 
culture at  the  Colorado  Agriculture  Col- 
lege; Assistant  Plant  Pathologist,  USDA, 
BPI;  U.  S.  Army,  and  Assistant  Horti- 
culturist at  Purdue  before  going  to 
Wooster  in  1927. 

He  is  a member  of  a number  of  pro- 
fessional societies  and  honorary  fraterni- 
ties, active  in  Kiwanis  Club,  the  Metho- 
dist Church  and  Masonic  Lodge.

HENRY  DORSEY 

On  March  11th,  1959  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  lost 
another  of  its  most  loyal  brothers.  Doctor 
Henry  Dorsey  (Delta  ’14)  passed  away  in  the 
Windham  (Conn.)  Hospital,  having  suffered 
a cerebral  hemorrhage  a few  weeks  previously. 


Dr.  Henry  Dorsey,  Delta  ’14 

Doctor  Dorsey  was  born  in  Mt.  Nebo,  West 
Virginia  in  1882.  Having  worked  for  several 
years  to  help  support  his  family,  he  graduated 
with  his  BSs  degree  in  Agronomy  from 
West  Virginia  University  at  the  age  of  32. 
He  received  his  Doctorate  from  Iowa  State 
in  1926,  having  become  a full  professor  at 
the  University  of  Connecticut  in  1925. 

Active  in  affairs  both  fraternal  and  public, 
he  was  a Mason  of  the  32  nd  degree,  a Shriner, 
and  a member  of  the  Grange.  In  1912  he  was 
initiated  into  Delta  chapter  of  Phi  Sigma 
Kappa  at  West  Virginia  University.  He  was 
also  Republican  Town  Chairman,  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Tax  Review,  a grand  juror, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Storrs  Cemetery 
Association. 

“Doc”  will  be  remembered  by  many 
brothers  as  the  “father”  of  our  Iota  Triton 
chapter  at  the  University  of  Connecticut, 
which  he  founded  almost  alone.  In  1947, 


he  convinced  nine  young  men  to  petition  Phi 
Sig,  and  largely  due  to  the  work  of  Doctor 
Dorsey,  Iota  Triton  became  a reality  on  May 
23rd,  1947.  For  the  twelve  years  since  this 
chapter’s  induction,  he  served  it  faithfully 
as  Chapter  Adviser,  helping  it  to  overcome  its 
problems,  whenever  they  arose.  In  1955,  he 
was  awarded  the  Order  of  the  Three  T’s  for 
loyalty  and  service  to  the  Fraternity.  During 
the  twelve  years  of  his  advisership  he  missed 
only  one  convention,  and  that  due  to  illness. 
A quiet  man,  always  ready  to  give  help  and 
advice,  but  always  in  an  unobstrusive  manner, 
Doctor  Dorsey  will  be  sincerely  missed  by  all 
the  members  of  Iota  Triton,  past  and  present. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  several 
brothers  and  a sister.  He  was  77  years  old. 


CHARLES  PAUL  CESSNA 

Along  with  Gettysburg  College  Rho  Deu- 
teron  and  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  mourn  the 
passing  of  Brother  C.  Paul  Cessna,  Rho  Deu- 
teron  T5. 

Paul,  the  beloved 
Alumni  Secretary  for 
twenty  years,  died 
in  his  sleep  early  in 
the  morning  of  Oc- 
tober 5.  He  was 
found  by  Mrs.  Ces- 
sna when  she  went 
to  awaken  him. 

“Cess”,  as  he  was 
known  to  his  friends, 
had  been  in  failing 
health  since  a cor- 
onary occlusion  in  April,  1956.  He  had  been 
at  work  on  a part-time  basis,  during  the  past 
year  or  so,  as  Assistant  on  Alumni  Relations 
and  College  Historian,  but  had  been  failing 
steadily. 

He  was  born  on  April  2,  1891,  in  Bedford 
County,  attended  Gettysburg  Academy,  grad- 
uated from  Gettysburg  College  in  1915,  and 
received  an  M.A.  from  Gettysburg  in  1917.

G.  Ralph  Hastings,  1881-1959 


G.  Ralph  Hastings,  a Charter  Member  of 
Xi  Chapter  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa,  class  of 
1903,  died  at  Mercy  General  Hospital,  Tupper 
Lake,  N.  Y.  on  February  13,  1959,  aged 
77  years.  He  was  born  at  Macomb,  St. 
Lawrence  Co.,  N.  Y.  on  June  26,  1881,  son 
of  Lester  Hastings.  His  boyhood  was  spent 
at  Herman. 

While  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  Canton, 
N.  Y.,  he  was  a member  of  the  baseball 
and  football  teams  and  was  elected  to  Phi 
Beta  Kappa. 

After  graduation  in  1903  Brother  Hastings 
taught  school  for  a time  at  North  Bangor 
and  it  was  there  that  he  married  Miss  Clara 
M.  Roys.  She  died  about  forty  years  ago 
and  on  November  20,  1923  he  married  Miss 
Esther  Morgan.  Surviving  are  his  wife;  one 
daughter,  Mrs.  John  B.  (Helen)  Robinson  of 
Utica;  seven  grandchildren;  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Harry  D.  (Arloine)  Babcock  and  Mrs.  Audrey 
Crayton,  both  of  Newark,  N.  Y. 

After  reading  law  in  the  offices  of  Allen 
& McClary  at  Malone,  he  moved  to  Tupper 
Lake  in  1908  and  joined  in  a law  partner- 
ship with  William  S.  Wade  which  he  con- 
tinued, after  the  death  of  Mr.  Wade,  till  1951 
when  he  sold  out  to  Attorney  William  E. 
Perry. 

During  the  1st  World  War  Brother  Hast- 
ings served  in  the  Army  as  a Lieutenant, 
after  which  he  was  active  in  the  New  York 
State  Guard  training  program.  He  was  a 
Founder,  Charter  Member  and  the  first  Com- 
mander of  Benjamin  Churco  Post  220  and 
served  as  Judge  Advocate  of  the  Post  until 
his  death. 

In  1927  he  helped  to  organize  The  Tupper 
Lake  Rotary  Club  and  was  elected  as  its 
first  President.  Among  other  activities,  the 
Club  sponsored  a Student  Aid  Program  to 
provide  financial  assistance  to  deserving  local 
students  who  desired  a college  education. 
Hence  it  was  a source  of  special  pride  and 
gratification  to  Brother  Hastings  when  he 
was  informed  that  Earl  Anderson  of  Tupper 
Lake  had  gained  admission  to  Williams 
College  with  the  Class  of  1961,  and  he  was 
especially  pleased  when  told  that  their  protege 
had  joined  Chi  Chapter  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa 
at  Williams. 

Brother  Hastings  was  initiated  in  the 
Masonic  Order  at  North  Bangor  Lodge  556 


on  January  27,  1906,  was  a Past  Master  of 
Mt.  Arab  Lodge  847,  F.  & A.  M.,  Tupper 
Lake,  Past  District  Lecturer  of  the  Order  of 
the  Eastern  Star,  and  also  a member  of  Ziyara 
Temple,  A.A.O.N.M.S.  of  Utica. 

On  January  11,  1916,  Brother  Hastings 
was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The 
Tupper  Lake  National  Bank  with  which  he 
continued  his  connection  for  over  forty  years. 
On  January  12,  1943  he  was  elected  President 
of  the  Bank,  which  office  he  held  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

In  failing  health  for  several  years  past, 
Brother  Hastings  suffered  a slight  stroke  on 
Wednesday  evening  while  dining  with  friends, 
and  died  on  Friday  the  13th  following.  Masonic 
and  American  Legion  services  were  conducted 
on  Sunday  at  the  Richer  Funeral  Home  in 
Tupper  Lake.  Full  military  honors  were 

accorded  by  The  Tupper  Lake  Veterans  Honor 
Guard  and,  in  tribute  to  his  record  of  com- 
munity service,  local  business  places  closed 
during  the  hour  of  the  funeral.  As  a special 
tribute  and  mark  of  honor,  the  customary 
group  of  eight  Pall  Bearers  was  accompanied 
by  no  less  than  thirty-four  Honorary  Pall 
Bearers,  representing  the  leading  citizens  of 
Tupper  Lake  and  other  local  towns  of  the 
surrounding  area. 

In  commenting  on  the  life  of  Brother 
Hastings,  in  The  Tupper  Lake  Free  Press  and 
Tupper  Lake  Herald,  Mr.  Lawrence  P. 
Quinn,  Editor  and  a fellow  alumnus  at  St. 
Lawrence  University,  wrote:  — “Progressive, 
civic-minded  and  capable,  Mr.  Hastings  held 
the  respect  and  affection  of  the  community 
throughout  his  long  life  here,  and  in  his 
passing  is  a distinct  loss  to  Tupper  Lake.” 
Furthermore,  I wish  to  acknowledge  person- 
ally the  gracious  assistance  of  Mr.  Quinn  in 
furnishing  much  of  the  data  as  reported  in 
this  tribute. 

Xi  Chapter  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  may  well 
be  proud  to  claim  such  an  outstanding  citizen 
who  contributed  so  much  to  so  many  during 
his  lifetime.  As  a Charter  Member  of  Xi 
Chapter,  established  on  April  12,  1902, 

Brother  G.  Ralph  Hastings  should  ever  remain 
not  only  as  a shining  light  to  his  own  chapter 
but  also  as  an  outstanding  inspiration  to  all 
members  of  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  everywhere.
